I'reparing the Dbrief

1. General. ¢ This regulation sets forth the
procedures for supplying fingerprint records to the
Federal Bareau of Investigation. Techuical re-
quirements and methods for taking fingerprints
are outlined in TM 10-632. Strict compliance
with requirements is necessary to preclude return
of nonclassifiable prints from the Federal Burean
of Investigation.

b. In those cases where the provisions of AR
G04-10 are applicable in connection with enlist-
ment, induction, or appointment, FD Form 258
(FBT U.S. Department of Justice Fingerprint)
will be used in lieu of DD Form 269 (Folice Rec-
ord Check), and prepared as required by that reg-
ulation. 1f the applicant is subsequently enlisted,
inducted, o1 appointed as a result of favorable ac-
tion, the provisions contained herein will then be
implemenfed in the normal manner,

2, When and for whom prepared. 'The re-
verse of DD Form 363 will be used for preparation
of fingerprint records in the instances shown be-
Inw, (The Police Record Check portion of the
form (front) will be left blank.)

a. All commissioned, warrant officer, and en-
listed personnel at the time of initial appointment,
eniistment, or induction (except graduates of the
United States Military Academy) and upon re-
entry following a break in service.

b. Iinch cadet upon admission to the United
Staies Military Academy.

the individual. Addressograph plates may be
used.

¢. Under the heading “Serviee™ enter the word
“Army,” preferably by a large stamp.  If stamp
i3 not available, entry will be typewritten in upper
cuse letters.

d. Enter date and place of birth; if born in a
foreign country, enfer the name of the couniry as
it was known at the time of the individual’s birth.

e. Other information (service number, date and
plice of enlistment, appointment, scars, marks,
color ol eyes and halr, weight, height, sex) will be
completely Turnished.
